I Much has been written of late on the 
organization and the" methods of teach- 
ing and training adopted by the Japa- 
nese army, but few writers have dealt 
wrth all that long and accumulated 
training which is the inheritance jot 
every Japanese officer. 
By birth all 


Japanese officers belong to the. old fight- 
ing class of the S'amnrai^ the proportion 
i« indeed so overwhelming that the 
word "all" is not misleading. And the 
bamurat, with the rest of vthe feudal 
syttem, lasted in Japan right up to the 
revolution of 1867; therefore every 
Japanese ofScef of Tfnore than 36 actually 
began life under the old,conditions. In 
many partsMjf the country the old state 
of things lasted: beyond i86>, and in 
more stall the old training remained even 
wnen the old conditions -woe altered. 
And so it happens that every-senior of- 
ficer in the Japanese army or navy was

In. .the nineteenth century' an extraor- 


'dlnary change took place in public 
sentiment-concerning drinkihg. The 
decline of drinking among public men, 
the regulation of the~sale of liquors to 
jnlnora, the absence of jlquors at many 
publlp ^Unnern, the rales against drink- 
Ing- enforced "among the employees of 
large corporations, thoconflntag of 
excessive drinking-to saloons and pri- 
vate ,bars almost wholly, all testify to 
a widespread change "of habit Ih the 
United, States. The<-TJnIted States has, 
in sixty years, caangsd-front a spirit to 
a beer drinking country; we drink less 
than half as much spirits per 'capita 
and four times as mueb beer as we did 
in 1880. 


This change of public sentiment t£ 


due to a variety of causes: to a wide- 
spread religions and moral revival 
among the'eivangeUcal churches; to .the 
modlflcatlon of, the English physical 
type into the more nervous, 'sensitive 
American by change of climate, to the 
improvement of living conditions 
among the working classes?to the sub- 
stitution ; of tea, coffee and-soft drinks 
for beer and wine. Tfce increase in beer 
drinking la due in/great measure to the 
large number of Irish add German Im- 
migrants since 18SO.' * 


At present, the per capita' consump- 


tion of wine and of spirits is not'ln- 
cresslng-ln'any European state nor la 
the United Slates. The consumption of 
spirits Is decreasing in Russia, Nor- 
way and the United States; while the 
consumption t>r beer is Increasing in 
nine out of twelve conntrfts. 
'Has Anglo-Saxon civilisation develop- 
ed because of, or In spite of, drinking? 
We roay^ say certainly In- spite of the 
drinking of spirits. Looking 'oacfc over 
this historical Sketch' we see that 
drunkenness as a national vice began 
with tbe Invention of spirituous Uqnbra, 
producing: an epidemic among the nobil- 
ity of England in the seventeenth cen- 
tury, among the common people In the 
eighteenth- century,. In Norway In the 
nineteenth century and reflected In the 
United States.
